necsHwry. To quote L. .0.: "At last 
the case between the peers and the 
people has beea set down tor trial in 
the great assis* of the people, and the 
verdict will be given soon," Spite of 
tbe opposition of the "Daily Mail " 
the Uberals were returned to power; 
they had the oontldeaoe of the coun- 
try. The Budget waa passed April 
31, 1110, exactly one year after Its 
introduction In the Commons. 

Another Bill was now being plan- 
ned by LlOyd George and Mr. As- 
aulth. The plan waa simply this— to 
take away from the peers their eon- 
stitutional rIghU to do more than to 
hold up tor three successive sessions 
any legislation pased by the House 
of Commons. This Bill was known 
as the Parliament Bill, and the only 
reason for Its eventually becoming 
law waa that conulned In a speech 
by Ixjrd Morley, viz., that if the BUI 
were not passed the King would cre- 
ate new peers sufflcleat to pass it. 
The power of the l/ords, strong for 
centuries, had been brokae. The man 
who had broken it wae Llo.vd George.

sity Street," Dean Lee announced. The

! to the students where there will be a 
; targe common room and a smoking 
; room for Ihe students. The building

more Independent, but also in a so- 
ilal way iu tliat many fiihctions may 
be jield.
